A Fault That is Peculiarly Prevalent in America.

That women fritter away a great deal
of time is unquestionable. Born with the .

gift of patience far greater than that pos-
sessed by men, so many seem to lack a
sense of system by which many things
can be well done, or the sense of applica
tion to any one particular thing.

Take tbe amount of time, for examplo.
which girls really fritter away yes,
really waste on music. Every girl has
a desire to play the piuno, and very girl
who can, makea tbe attempt to learn tbe
art. But how many succeed in becoming
good players? Taxe any gathering of
girls, either in a winter company or at a
summer resort, and the case is rare where
a girl is found who really plays well. It is '
more frequently tbe case where not a girl
is found who can play even fairly., ,Tuey
can all drum on the piano and play a few
popular melodies, in fact, one is forced
to believe that this latter is the sole end
of most of the girls who study piano
playing. The real reason is, however, I
think, that girls, for the most part, take
up piano playing simply because they
consider that they must know something
about it, be it ever so little. They cons
sider it necessary to be able at least to
sit down and play a waits perhaps and
play it badly and out of tune, as a rule
or one or two of the melodies of the day.
Jut beyond this they do not go. lhey

fritter away their time on acquiring a
part of an art instead of investing their
time in acquiring the art itself.

French lessons are taken the same way
the French spoken by some girls being

enough to give a Frenchman a creeping
chill. China painting, needle work and
all the other accepted "accom
plishments" of a girl are treated much in
the same way. Either two or three aro
taken at the same time, or one is dropped
n order to take up the other. But not

one is learned thoroughly. The result is
that the average girl can paint, play and
sew one about as badly as the other
but not one of them can she do well.

Too many girls nowadays have a wrong
notion of what it means to bo "accom
plished." They seem to have the idea
that it means to distribute themselves
over all the different attainments and
graces of society, forgetting that an "ac-
complishment" is only what the word im
plies and means an acquirement, an at
tainment, something which is pcrlccted.
The trouble is that we are too apt to
speak of a girl having "accomplishments";
it we used the word more in the singular
sense we would come closer to our truo
meaning.

But if one wishes to be candid and
really criticise the American girl, not for
a score of fancied faults which aro not
hers, but for a fault which is peculiarly
hers, it is that she fritters a deal of time
on many things and does not give enough
time to any one thing. One advantage
which this fault has is that she can over.
come it. And she should. She should
learn the art of application. Whatever
she starts out to do let her do it well. If
she wants to play, let her learn to play,
not indifferently, but well. It her taste
is for china painting, let her concentrate
her mind to that, and learn to paint well.
If she is fond of needle-work- , let her train
herself to be an expert of the needle. If
her tendencies lead her to languages, let
her take up that tongue the study of
which attracts her most. But if she
takes up French let her content herself
with French, and not study French one
day and German the other. Nor should
she forgot that to know the English lan-
guage well is her first duty. Whatever
she attempts to do let her do it thor
oughly, not content with learning it half,
but all.

Its use is con
jectural, but the supposition is that it was
used to pour libations to the gods.

saltcellars first came into use in modis
teval times; there was only one on the ta
bie, and it held lrom two to three quarts.
The salt was placed about the middle of
tbe table's length. At the upper end sat
the lord of the castle or palace and his in
ti mates, and the saltcellar marked the
dividing line between tbe nobleman and
his dependents, so that to "sit below the
salt" meant social inferiority.

Among tbe Arabs a practice from time
immemorial has prevailed of churning
by placing the milk in leather skins which
were shaken or beaten until the butter
came, lhe Huns did their churning by
tying a bag of milk to a short lariat, the
other end ot which was fastened to the
saddle. The horse was nut at a brisk yal- -
lop, and after a round of some miles the
churning was considered to be accom
plished.

Smoothing irons were first used in
France and are supposed to have been a
French invention, beiog introduced in the
sixteenth century. After the introduction
ot starch, linens whre first made smooth
by pressure, being starched and placed
between boards. That being found not
to give the best results, resort was next
had to pressure with a cold flatiron, and
finally the iron was heated to impart the
polish now considered indispensable.

U. 1122, but representations
of them have been found on the Egyptian
monuments, a.

semble our saucers. Every nobleman and
gentleman bad his own cup and cup
bearer, the latter of whom always accom
panied him to a feast, carrying before
him the cup of gold, silver, crystal, or
marble, which the master only used on
state occasions. Saucers for cups were
introduced in the latter part ot the eigh-
teenth century, and at first were greatly
ridiculed, the persona who employed
them being said not to be able to drink
without having two cups.

Choked Animals.
"I notice in today's Enquirer an article

prescribing a remedy for the relief of a
choking cow," said Mr. S. A. McElwee,
on Wednesday; "but," he continued. "I
think I can tell you something that will
work better. Within the past 30 years, I
have had occasion to try it as many as a
dczen or more times, and I have never
knowu it to fall yet."

Knowing that Mr. McElwee is es
pecially wen posted in an matters per
taining to cattle, tbe reporter was all ears
at once, and here is what he learned :

as soon as you and tnat your cow is
hopelessly choked, got a rope a plow
line will do wrap it oae time around
the animal's neck, put a strong man at
either ond 'of the rope and let them pull
until tbe cow falls, take oft the rope, and
sue will at once get up about her busi
ness, tree trom further danger.

This remedy is just as effective with
a mule or horso as with a cow, and I can
explain it only on a single theory. With
tbe tightening ot the rope, the afflicted
animal begins a desperate struggle for
life, and as tbe result of this struggle, the
obstacle in tne throat, whatever it may
be, is invariably dislodged. The remedy
is not only always effective ; but it is not
accompanied with any danger whatever
to the animal under treatment." York- -
ville Enquirer.

I live two hundred years, the horse but
half a century. Singing birds and fowls
and pheasants will live for nearly twenty
years, but parrots,- - eagles, falcons, and
swans are known to survive their century,
borne live through nearly two centuries.
Queen ants and worker ants may Hve
for years; Sir John Lubbock kept
queen ant alive for thirteen years, dur
ing all which period she continued to
lay fertile eggs ; but the males live only
a few days. Queen bees live two or
three years ; workers and drones a few
months, although, .indeed, in one sense
the death ot the latter is unnatural, as
the workers drive them away from the
stores of food, bo that they perish of
starvation. Among insects generally
the period of adult life varies greatly.
Many, like the May flies, dance in the
sun only for a lew hours ; the sexes meet,
the eggs are deposited, and tbe creatures
die before nightfall. Many butterflies
and moths are unprovided with feeding
organs, and live only a few hours, others
for many. day. Some snails and shells
fish are annual, maturing in spring,
growing and breeding through the sums
mer, and leaving their eggs to maintain
thespecies duriDg the cold of winter.
Others are biennial ; others, again, live
for many years, growing to gigantic size.

AN ACT allowing an increase of taxation for
Public Graded Schools in Charlotte

The General Assembly of North Carolina do
enact :

Sec 1. That the board of aldermen of the
city of Charlotte, N. C , shall have ppwer to
levy an annual tax for the support and main
tenance of the Public Graded Schools is said
city, which annual tax shall not exceed twenty
cents on the one hundred dollars value of
property and sixty cents on the poll.

Sec. a, this act snau noi iaue eneci umn it
shall have been ratified by a vote of a majority
of the qualihed voters of the city 01 Charlotte,
N. C.

Sec. 3. That it shall be the duty of the Mayor
of the city of Charlotte. N. C, to cause publica
tion to be made, tor thirty days prior to tne nrst
Monday in May. o, in at least one pi tne news
papers published in the city of Charlotte, N. C,

Sec. 4. That on the first Monday in May, laaa,
the polls shall be open at the usual pollmg
nlaces in the said several wards for the purpose
of voting for the ritification or rejection of this
act. That it shall be the duty of the mayor and.
board of aldermen of the city of Charlotte, N.
C, to provide at each of the said several polling
places, a separate ballot box for the reception of
such ballots. Those yotipg in favor of the rati-
fication of this act shall vote a ticket bearing the
word "Ratification." and those voting against
its ratification shall vote a ticket bearing the
word "Reiected"

Sec. 5. That said election shall be conducted

ratification it shall be then of no eflVct.
